Color and interesting designs 
will mark the issue for regular 
postage usage which is planned 
by the Cook Islands for 1949. The 
present series which has been in 
use since 1932, will be -replaced 
by a new one designed by James 
Berry, Wellington, New Zealand, 
well known designer of stamps. 
The series will consist of ten val- 
ues from %%4d. to 3/-, and will 
appear in both horizontal and ver- 
tical formats. 

Ngatangiia Channel, from which 
place the Maoris departed for 
New Zealand in 1350 is the sub- 
ject of the 14d. value. It will have 
a violet vignette and a_ brown 
frame. Captain James Cook and a 
map of the Hervey Islands which 
he discovered on his second voy- 
age will form the design of the 
orange brown and blue green Id. 


stamp. 


Main island of the Cook group, 
forms the central design of the 
9d. value in brown and red. It 
will be flanked by a picture of 
Rev. John Williams, his ship ‘The 
Messenger of Peace,” and _ the 
Royal Crown. A map of Aitutaki 
framed in a giant clam shell with 
a palm covered atoll as a_back- 
ground is the picture on the 3d. 
green and blue stamp. 


Colors of the 5d. will be green 
and violet. The design will depict 
the landing of a Dakota Mail 
Plane at the air field on Raroton- 
a, A scene from Tongareva vil- 
e on Penryhn Is. of the North- 
ern Cook group is the subject of 
& red stamp. A home 
in the midst of a native garden on 
the island of Rarotonga is the de- 
sign on the 8d. bronze green and 
dark orange value. 

All the above will appear in a 
horizontal format. 


There will be three shilling 
stamps, all in vertical format. The 
1/- carries a map of the Cook Is- 
lands as well as a statue of Cap- 
tain Cook in colors of ultramarine 
and brown, 


Two domestie industries, mat 
weaving and cocoanut gathering 
are to found to the design of the 
2/- stamp. The colors here will 
be a golden brown and red. A 
waterfront scene is depicted on 
the high value of the series, a 3 /- 
ultramarine and green stamp. It 
includes the steamer Matua, an 
inter-island boat. 

The stamps are being engraved 
and printed by the firm of Water- 
pach & Sons Ltd. of London, Eng-

Centennial Of First French 
Stamp Subject Of Month Long 
Exhibition At Philatelic Museum 


What was probably one of the most concentrated exhibitions 
of the stamps of France and its Colonies has just been concluded 
at the Philatelic Museum of Philadelphia. Dates of the show were 
ffom January 16 to February 13 inclusive. 

Theme of the show was the ¢elebration of the issuance of the 
first French Postage stamp, and for that reason it was known as 
the Centennial stamp exhibition. 
lectors of the stamps of France were represented at the show 


with pages from their collections. 


shown which had _ heretofore 
never had a public display. _ 

Honorary chairman of the ex- 
hibition was Dr. Carroll Chase 
eminent authority on the stamps 
of France. Chairman of the Coor- 
dinating Committee in which was 
vested the direction of the enter- 
prise, was Stephen G. Rich. 

Active assistance was furnished 
in thee matter of individual dis- 
plays by the France and Colonies 
Group, a national society of col- 
lectors who specialize in the is- 
sues of France and in the French 
possessions. This society chose 
the best that its members had to 
offer in presenting the top ma- 
terial for view. 

The displays were not confined 
strictly to stamps, even though 
they claimed the bulk of the at- 
tention. Various works of art were 
on display in the nature of paint- 
ing*® a Gobelin Tapestry, sculp- 
ture and ceramics. Shown also 
was a display entitled, “France 
Comes Back,” which depicted by 
pictures and otherwise the post 
war advances France and _ its 
Colonies have made. This ex- 
hibit was presented under the 
auspices of the French Republic. 

One of the many eye catchers 
on display was the complete mint 
sheet of 300 stamps of France No. 
3 of the 20 centimes value. It 
originally came from the Ferrari 
collection, and is now the prop- 
erty of G. M. Meghrig of New 
York City.

Ceres French stamp is- 
sued in 1871. It was the entry of 
Dr. Carroll Chase, and was a 
keen testimonial to the research 
work which he had made on this 
stamp. 

In establishing the accuracy of 
his plating, Dr. Chase proved his 
work with overlapping pairs, 
strips and blocks as shown by dia- 
grams. This was the first suc- 
cessful plating of any French 
stamp ever made.

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Curacao Will Have 
Official Name Change 


Curacao, the Dutch outpost in 
the Western Hemisphere, will 
henceforth be known as _ the 
“Nethlands West Indies.” Former- 
ly operdting as a colony of the 
Netherlands. Its status was chang- 
ed in 1922, when it became a bona 
fide part of the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands. 

How the postage stamps of this 
unit will now be marked has not 
been announced officially. 

The name Curacao covered two 
groups of islands in the Caribbean 
Sea lying north of Venezuela. The 
main group consisting of the larg- 
er islands of Curacao, Aruba, St. 
Martin, Bonaire, St. Eustatius and 
Saba is supplemented by a num- 
ber of smaller islands. All will 
now come under the designation 
of Netherlands West Indies. 

Capital city of the group is 
Willemstad on the island of Cur- 
acao. Approximate population is 
130,000, the land area about 410 
square miles.

WEDDING ISSUES: It is interest- 

ing to note that many of the 
sets have been issued in the 
colonies, but not yet placed on 
sale in London. This may help 
explain why several sets are al- 
ready available on first day 
covers, but not in mint condi- 
tion, as most dealers have been 
getting their supplies. directly 
from England instead of from 
the individual colonies. 

It is also worthy of note that 
the sets for Turks and Caicos 
Island as well as for British 
Honduras have become obsolete. 
The Turks and Caicos Island set 
already commands a premium 
of 50 per cent over the prices 
charged by most new issue serv- 
ices, and a similar development 
can be expected in the case of 
British Honduras. Both of these 
sets had a short period of cur- 
rency and the stamps of the 
British Americas are among the 
most popular philatelic groups. 
The set 
honoring the battle of St. 
Georges Cay was issued in Jan- 
uary and consists of three val- 
ues from Ic through 15c.

Airline Is To Be 
Highly Commended. 


So that the covers which had 
been on hand for the inaugural 
flight from Rome, Georgia since 
June 1948 would not be disfigured 
with postage due stamps or other 
hand stamped claims for under- 
payment of postage, Eastern Air- 
lines assumed the bill for adding 
a one cent stamp to each cover. 
The flight was originally plan- 
ned when the airmail rate was 
still 5c, and the covers were held 
and never returned to collectors. 
When the flight was again an- 
nounced for February 1, the post- 
master was faced with a problem 
of what to do with the underpaid 
covers which he had been holding. 
On hearing of the dilemma, 
Eastern Airlines, flier of the mail, 
sent a check to the postmaster of 
Rome to cover the cost of the ex- 
tra le stamp which had to be af- 
fixed to all covers.

Overlooked in the general talk 
about stamps and how various 
values have been affected by the 
new postal rates, is the fact that 
several new values are going to be 
needed. We know that the new 
airmail rate of 6c, for instance, 
made the 5c airmail stamps in- 
adequate; and that the call for the 
1%c stamp will be reduced since 
the rate for which it had a lot of 
use was advanced to 2c. Thus the 
previously little used 2c stamp 
comes into its own. 

The new values are needed in 
the special delivery category. 
Local postmasters are besieging 
the Department in Washington for 
25c, 35c and 45c Special Delivery 
stamps, since they have a wide 
call for them. 

In regard to these values, col- 
lectors can expect to see them 
perhaps by the middle of the year, 
since they are so badly needed. 

Come to think of it, this would 
be a dandy time to produce a new 
design for our special delivery 
stamps—the present two have 
been with us since 1922 and 1925 
respectively. I just wonder how 
many cover fans would want first 
day cancelations on such a new 
series, 


I wonder too, how close you will 
come to the answers to these. 

1. We have had special delivery 
stamps since October 1, 1885. Un- 
til what year were all of the issues 
of a 10c value? 

2. What other values besides 10c 
have ben used on the Special De- 
livery stamps? 


Buried deep in the news from 
Washington on February 1, was 
the good news that the Senate Post 
Office Committee had unanimous- 
ly approved the nomination of 
Postmaster General Donaldson to 
serve another term. It looks like 
an excellent idea from here. 4 


THAT’S PRETTY NICE DEPT. 
On January 20, the Brooklyn Post 
Office thanked the Board of Edu- 
cation of that city for teaching 
the school children how to address 
mail correctly with the zone num- 
ber and everything, and also how 
to wrap packages properly. This 
project, un-allied with the three 
“R’s”, was entered into whole 
heartedly by the teachers, the pu- 
pils and the post office. 


A DID YOU KNOW ITEM: Ef- 
fective February 1, the Japanese 
who are very much sold on the 
idea of cremation, can now mail 
the ashes of one of their departed 
to the United States, and have 
them carried in the United States 
mails. This was not possible pre- 
vious to this time. 

There are certain regulations in- 
volved. The ashes must be mailed 
by a licensed crematory of mort- 
uary, and must be sealed in a 
metal container which in turn {fs 
packed in a substantial outer con- 
tainer. Along with the sending 
must go a certificate of death and 
that the person whose name ap- 
pears on the certificate has his or 
her ashes therein. 

Now and again the POD an- 
nounces a first flight or a first trip 
on a HPO Route with cachets or 
special markings which comes too 
late for the use of collectors.

(bad word) out of there. 

Later, the bursted package from 
which the snakes had escaped was 
dug out, and on it the officials 
found the name of the sender. The 
sender was a young boy who had 
been trading snakes with a buddy 
similarly interested. When ap- 
proached by post office officials 
and told that he couldn’t send 
snakes through the mail, the lad 
said he knew that. That was the 
reason, he said, why he had mark- 
ed the box “Frogs”! 





Back in 1929, the Post Office 
Department pledged its coopera- 
tion in the world-wide movement 
which was planned to commemo- 
rate the ®0th anniversary of the 
Discovery of the Electric Light. In 
honoring the pledge, the POD pro- 
duced the Electric Light Golden 
Jubilee 2c commem which pic- 
tured Edison’s first electric lamp. 
The first day was on June 5, 1929 
at Menlo Park, N. J., Mr. Edison’s 
home. 

Like many of the other com- 
mems of this era, the flat presses 
were used to produce a total of 
31,679,200 stamps. On June 11, due 
to the tremendous demand on the 
part of the electric light compan- 
ies and electrical industries, the 
POD was forced to produce more 
of the stamps. To satisfy the need, 
more were run on the rotary 
presses to the tune of 210,120,000 
copies. On the same date, June 11, 
the POD released the stamp in coil 
form, rotary press printed, for use 
in company mailing machines. A 
toal of 133,530,000 of these were 
printed. 





What does the phrase “Tied On 
Cover” mean, was asked recently. 
This term means that the stamp 
on the cover which has been used 
tg prepay the postage has the post- 


mark which cancels it running off 
the stamp on to the envelope. In 
other words, the postmark is part- 
ly on the stamp and partly on the 
envelope. It is supposed to mark 
genuineness, but these items like 
nearly everything else can be 
faked. 


1. The first special delivery

Just about the time we were ready to print the last picture in 
ur Philatelic Terms Contest, we had a visit from a U. S. Post- 
office Inspector with regard to the contest. Our readers should 
know that the law governing such contests insist that nothing which 
has the form of a lottery may be printed 
and exploited. We had a lengthy conver- 
sation with this Inspector and later some 
correspondence with a Solicitor for the 
Postoffice Department in Washington. We 
were advised that there was nothing in 
the contest that was against postal laws 
provided we would be lenient in crediting 
as correct those answers which might 
have the same meaning, altho not in the 
exact words which we had written down 
as being correct answers. As an example, 
picture number 8. The answer we had 
selected for this picture was “Clipped 
Copy”. The picture shows a boy in the 
Barber Chair, the barber has a pair of 
clippers in his hand and it should be evi- 
dent from the wording that the boy has 
just had his hair cut or rather clipped 
with clippers. To meet with requirements 
of the Post Office Department in allotting 
answers to these pictures we are obliged 
GEO. LINN therefore to consider any of the following 

answers as substantially correct. “Clipped”, 
Clipped Copy”, “A Clipped Copy”, “Trimmed” “Trimmed Copy” 
or “A Trimmed Copy”. 

Collectors understand and know that a copy of a stamp of 
this nature would be a perforated stamp that had the perforations 
elipped or trimmed, making it appear as an unperforated copy. 

In various other pictures there are instances where one of 
several different answers will have to be accepted as correct in 
order to meet the requirements of the Department and we will thus 
grade the answers in such manner. 

The list of correct answers as we had originally written them 
will be printed in our issue of February 28th, All contest entry 
blanks are due in our hands by February 15th,

New York Postmaster Wants 5c Airs 


Whether the whole-story, the true story of the 5c New York 
Air Mail stamps will ever be told we do not know but should any- 
one ever have the urge to try to write the story of these stamps 
the information here will be of interest. 

‘We have in our hands now a regular circular form letter mailed 
from the Central Accounting Department of the New York City. 
Postoffice and with the typed name as signature of Albert Goldman, 
Postmaster of New York City. The letter reads as follows, and it 
is believed that these letters were sent out to postoffices throughout 
the New York area, this particular letter to a small town forty or 
fifty miles from New York. Here is the letter: 

“Please examine your stamp stock in order to ascertain whether 
or not you have on hand full sheets of the Golden Jubilee 5c Air 
Mail commemorative issue.” 

“Such full sheets as may be on hand should be forwarded to 
this office at once, accompanied by Form O17-F/C, and these sheets 
should be listed thereon for exchange for air mail stamps of the 6c 
denomination.”. 

Note that the letter states that such sheets “should be forwarded 
to this office at once” and “for exchange for stamps of the 6c de- 
Romination.” 

Why does Postmaster Goldman not also ask for return of the 
old ordinary 5c stamps which should also be exchanged for stamps 
of the 6c denomination. The whole thing looks questionable in the 
face of what has happened with this particular 5c stamp and this 
letter may have some bearing on that subject. 

On the other hand if Postmaster Goldman recovers numerous 
sheets of these 5c Airs it would seem certain that they would go in- 
to Philatelic sources rather that be left in the small offices where 
they would most probably be sold to the public and lost to collectors. 





Aifention Mr. Lawler 


In the January 24 issue of this paper we stated in an editorial 
that we had a letter from Mr. Lawler in which he stated that all 
orders for the New York 5c Air Mail Stamps which bore an order 
number under 55,000 would receive the 5c Air Stamps on their orders. 

We believed this statement and in support of the Department 
published what Mr. Lawler had written to us. We are now faced 
with the task of questioning the statement of Mr. Lawler in that we 
have a letter on an Agency form addressed to a collector in Warren, 
Ohio, referring to his order number 45579 and original order dated 
October 9, 1948. The man is advised that he can not have 5c Airs 
as none are available. 

We believe that Mr. Lawler was incorrect in the number he 
gave us which probably might have been 45,000 instead of 55,000 
or that it so happened that the supply of stamps was exhausted long 
before the orders numbered under 55,000 were reached. We believe 
that some explanation is due the public for this situation. 





More Cause For Postal Deficit 


Since some stamp dealers have been offering sets of the black 
Postal Note Stamps for sale, the Department has issued a new order 
to Postmasters in all cities that hereafter instead of disposing of the 
stubs bearing or stamps after they are a year old, they shall be 

t up or burned. 
va It is therefore evident that heretofore these stubs have been 
disposed of as waste paper and the puzzle is, why some of them 
have not come on the market before this time. Seems that some 
bright stamp man somehow got hold of some of this waste paper 
and that is where the sets have come from. Now that they are be- 
ing offered, the Department issues orders to destroy them com- 
letely. . 
5 For the sake of what revenue the Department can receive from 
these and help reduce the deficit, why not do as we have previously 
suggested and auction this material off to stamp dealers who will 
buy it in large quantities and at a price better than waste paper.

LINN‘S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Philippine Philatelist 
Visits Linn's Weekly 


Away back before the last 
world war, Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News was well known through- 
out Manila in the Philippine Is- 
lands, Many members of the 
stamp club in Manila were regular 
readers of the weekly and con- 
tributions in the way of news and 
other material came to our offices 
regularly. 

Among the interested readers 
was one of the younger collectors, 
Severino M. Luna, son of the head 
of one of the larger Trading Firms 
in Manila, “Luna and Sons, Trad- 
ing.” The young Mr. Luna was a 
frequent contributor to the week- 
ly under a pen name and was one 
of the most enthusiastic support- 


ers. 

Throughout the war years, it 
was of course impossible to mail 
copies of the weekly to Manila 
and othre points in the far east 
and the publisher of the weekly 
has in his collection several wrap- 
pers taken from the December 13 
issue which were regularly mailed 
to Manila, Guam, China, Japan 
and other points in the far east 
and which were all returned and 
marked undeliverable. This of 
course on account of the war 
which started with the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

The collectors in the Philip- 
pines were shut off from outside 
contact with collectors but did 
carry on in their own city to the 
best of their ability and one of the 
most active was this same Mr. 
Luna who was becoming more 
deeply interested in stamps and 
was still a staunch admirer of 
Linn’s Weekly. 

After the Islands were again 
liberated, the collectors of Manila 
formed a new stamp club and Mr. 
Luna took an active interest. His 
interest in life also ran in other 
directions for he had two small 
children of his own now, one who 
had lived through those terrible 
war years and another’. born 
about the time of the liberation. 
His interests in the youth of his 
native country grew and he be- 
came much attracted to Child 
Welfare work and through that to 
work with charitable organizations 
which led to an interest in Com- 
munity Chest work, for much of 
the charitable work was financed 
through Community Chest, just as 
we do it here in America. 

Through his interest in this 
work, Mr. Luna was selected by 
authorities in the Philippines to 
make a trip to America for the 
express purpose of studying the 
American system of Community 
Chest work and also Child Wel- 
fare Work. 

When this task was given him 
he was much pleased and became 
aware of the fact that he would 
thus have an opportunity to meet 
some of the people in America 
with whom he had made contacts 
in the Philatelic World. One of his 
first thoughts was of Linn’s Week- 
ly and his previous correspond- 
ence and contacts with the pub- 
lishers. 

Last fall he addressed a letter to 
the Weekly with the information 
that he would tour America from 
coast to coast in the interests of 
the observation work he was do- 
ing and that he would like to visit 
the offices of Linn’s Weekly. 

His letter was replied to 
promptly and he was invited to 
stop in Sidney at any time that 
his trip would make it convenient. 
It was thus that he visited 
here at the offices of Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News on January 
22, 23 and realized an ambition 
of many years standing. 

Mr. Luna was on the way back 
toward the west coast which he 
expected to reach by May where 
he would sail home again. 

During his visit in the East he 
met many prominent stamp peo- 
ple besides making many visits to 
Community Chest offices in vari- 
ous cities as well as meeting many 
noted educators and workers in 
Child Welfare Work. His visit will 
give him a fine background for 
work in these fields in his home 
city on his return. 

Mr. Luna was well informed on 
all kinds of subjects. His reluct- 
ance to talk of the war and the

SFTW Chairman Names

For Cachet Design 


The design for the cachet 
which will be made available to 
collectors in conjunction with the 
Seventh Annual Hobby Show at 
New Bedford, Mass. February 21 
to 26, carries a scene reminis- 
cent of the chief business of the 
town in bygone days. That busi- 
ness was whaling. It was de- 
signed by Clarence Montigny, a 
member of the Whaling City 
Philatelic Society, sponsors of 
the cachet. 

Story behind the cachet, and 
which collectors might want to 
use as a write-up of the cover 
is related by Captain Mallory of 
the bark Osceola in which one 
of his boats struck a large sperm 
whale. Soon after the first boat’s 
contact, a second boat got a har- 
poon in, and was stove by the 
enraged whale. 

Then from the first boat a 
bomblance was fired into him. 


crews and then was steered for 
the whale, which, on seeing his 
antagonist rushed at her striking 
her on the bow, knocking off the 
cutwater with his head and tear- 
ing the copper and_ sheathing 
from her bow with his jaw. The 
ship was again run for him and 
as she ranged alongside a bomb 
and two whale lances were dis- 
charged into him without effect. 

By this time it was night and 
the boats were called aboard. 
The ship continued near the 
whale which could occasionally 
be heard fighting the fragments 
of boats and oars. Thus through 
the night, continues the narrator 
of this episode, the whale held 
his ground although he had two 
lines(600 fathoms) towing on to 
the harpoons, five bombs ex- 
ploded in him and other wounds 
from lances.

A coin of Amathus on which is a mythi- 
cal animal. 


A coining press, in celebration of the 
Numismatic Congress held at Sao Paulo 
that year. 


A coin struck at Delphi on the reassemb- 
ling of the Amphictyonic Council at the 
close of the Phocian War, 346 B. C. 
Apollo seated on the omphalos. 


Obverse of a silver shekel of the first 
revolt against Rome which ended in the 
destruction of Jerusalem and the Tem- 
ple of Titus, A. D. 70. 

A chalice in center round which is the 
inscription in old Hebrew “Shekel of 
Israel. 
These coins are dated in years one to 
five, the one on the stamp being of the 
second year. 

As a matter of interest, the reverse in- 
scription is around a lily and reads “Jer- 
usalem The Holy”. The weight of the 
shekel is about 220 grains, Troy. 





Commems Will Have 
“Second” First Day 


The commemorative set of 
stamps in honor of Columbus 
which Venezuela has had pending 
for many months, and which was 
to have had its first day of issue 
some time in August of 1948, is 
near the release date. While the 
entire series of values which are 
to make up the set have not been 
received from Waterlow & Sons, 
Ltd. of London, England, the 
printers, the arrival of the balance 
is due quite soon. 

There will be some question in 
the minds of collectors as to the 
validity of the “second” first day 
which the 5c, and 10c of the regu- 
lar issue and the 10¢ airmail 
stamps of the series will enjoy. 
According to F. Jacobi, Apartado 
1425, Caracas, Venezuela, the a- 
bove three stamps have already 
been used for the prepayment of 
postage. 

This situation developed when 
due to an unprecedented demand 
for those three values, the stocks 
were wiped out. Since the 5c and 
the 10c regulars and the 10c air- 
mail of the Columbus commemo- 
rative set was already in the 
vaults, they weré drawn upon to 
fill the gap for a short time. An 
official decree legalized this ac- 
tion. 

No doubt though, collectors will 
probably overlook the emergency 
nature of the usage of the three 
values and consider the release of 
the entire set the official first day. 
The same three values of the 
Constitution set which was in the 
vaults at the same time as the

some of the 5c and 10c of the regu- 
lar issue and the 10c_ airmail 
stamps.

Currency Revision 
Upsets New Zealanders 


New Zealand stamp. dealers 
have been hard hit by the sudden 
revision in price of New Zealand 
currency, which by official de- 
cree was put on a par value with 
the Sterling currency of Great 
Britain. 

New Zealand money has for the 
past several years been valued at 
roughly a 25 per cent discount from 
the currency of Britain, as was the 
case with Australia, although the 


New Zealand in the move. 
Dozens of New Zealand dealers 


currently appearing Silver Wed- 
ding stamps, deposits that had 
been made in Sterling funds by 
payment of a 25 per cent premi- 
um. In other words, for each £ 3 
Sterling that the New Zealander 
required, he had to pay £ 4 in 
New Zealand money for it. Now, 
months after the transfer of funds 
had been made, he finds that had 
he waited, he could have gotten 
the British funds at par. 

A whole new crop of dealers in 
New Zealand, loading up with 
British Sterling at par, have or- 
dered tremendous quantities of 
new issues and single items and 
sets from London, offering the 
material at a premium of 20 per 
cent or 25 per cent, and while so 
doing they are able to cut the 
prices of legitimate stamp mer- 
chants whose actual cost for the 
merchandise is far, far more than 
their competitors’ retail figure. 

The stamp market is completely 
demoralized as a result, with col- 
lectors withholding purchases 
looking for the cheapest price, and 
established dealers having to take 
a tremendous loss on their hold- 
ings in order to continue in busi- 
ness. 

The sudden move was complete- 
ly unexpected, and although con- 
siderable discussion and planning 
must have preceded it, it took the 
philatelic world entirely by sur- 
prise. 

Taking advantage of currency 
changes such as this is a profit- 
able business if one is fortunate 
enough to be possessed of the 
harder currency before a change 
takes place. Many Americans tra- 
velling in Europe, for example, 
have found that there is such a 
glut of American dollars in Swit- 
zerland, for example, that if one 
has sound currencies such as the 
Dutch or Belgian to offer, he can 
exchange them for dollars on such 
a favorable basis that he will act- 
ually be buying dollar bills for 
less than face value. 

All the discussion about the 
British “black market pound” is 
another facet of this same prac- 
tice, except that Americans play- 
ing this dangerous game are actu- 
ally doing it at the expense of the 
American taxpayer. Through 
loans, Marshall Plan assistance, 
and grants, the American people 
are helping to keep Britain goirig, 
but behind the backs of these peo- 
ple, a few unpatriotic stamp deal- 
ers are buying up black market 
pounds and smuggling them back 
into Britain to buy stamps which 
they offer to collectors at several 
cents cheaper than the legitimate 
rate.

collect revenue by the use of 
stamps. In 1765 an Act was passed 
levying a tax on certain docu- 
ments to be used in America. 
These have been referred to, and 
known as, the “Teaparty” stamps 
because of the event which occur- 
red in Boston at the time. (The 
name of ”Teaparty” stamps is a 
misnomer since there was no tax 
on tea.) The Boston Tea Party 
was nothing more than a demon- 
stration against taxation without 
representation. 

The officials sent to America to 
enforce the act were burned in ef- 
figy, demonstrations were held at 
the homes of the British Gover- 
nors and in some instances ships 
bringing the stamps into American 
ports were not allowed to land. 
Many of the stamps that did ar- 
rive were burned. 

So violent was the reception of 
the Stamp Act that it was repealed 
and most of the stamps returned 
to England or destroyed. 

Principally, America wanted its 
freedom from Great Britain. His- 
tory tells us, “Taxation without 
Representation” was one of the 
outstanding indicments against 
the mother country which led to 
the Declaration of Independence 
and the Revolution. Actually, the 
attempt to force the use of stamps 
upon the colonies was the overt 
act. 

Since it may be justifiably said 
that stamps helped bring about 
our Declaration of Independence, 
the Revolution and the birth of 
our great nation, it is more than 
fitting and proper that we should 
preserve with pride whatever 
philatelic evidence we-may find 
available that bears witness and 
commemorates such an era in our 
history. 

Since the first attempt to obtain 
revenue in America was by the 
use of stamps, it naturally follows 
that our newly formed govern- 
ment would use the same method. 
Accordingly an Act was passed 
July 6, 1797, to become effective 
July 1, 1798, “...laying duties on 
stamped Vellum, Parchment and 
Paper.” the Secretary of the 
Treasury was directed to provide 
the stamps and the Supervisors of 
Revenue of each of the then exist- 
ing sixteen states were obliged to 
affix them to all documents re- 
quiring the tax.

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A Brush With Death 
Made By Collector 


Collectors who find themselves 
in Toronto, Canada at some per- 
jod of their Canadian vacations 
usually spend a few minutes at 
“Simpsons,” the largest depart- 
ment store in the city. And while 
they might spend a fair amount 
of time with the woolens, the 
English Chinaware and other fine 
merchandise obtainable from our 
northern neighbor, they gravitate 
sooner or later to the stamp de- 

rtment, and usually, it’s sooner. 

They will be surprised to learn 
too, that the stamps are not the 
most interesting part of their visit 
to the stamp department, al- 
though the fine stock of the older 
issues, the new ones and the ac- 
cessories are definitely more than 
ample. It’s the man in charge, Al- 
fred Scadding, who is the main 
attraction, although the visitors 
might not suspect it. 

Mr. Scadding snapped his fin- 
gers, figuratively that is, in the 
face of Death. 

For ten days he was trapped 
in the dank depths of a gold 
mine at Moose River, Nova Sco- 
tia, with two other men, one of 
whom died during the imprison- 
ment. Their liberators, working 
on 24 hour shifts, finally removed 
the last barrier to the men at 1 
a.m. on April 24, 1936. Scadding 
came through the ordeal in pretty 
bad shape, for he had lost 55 
pounds of weight, dropping to 90 
pounds, and he had suffered dam- 
age to his feet which necessitated 
the removal of his toes. 

He took to the hobby of col- 
lecting stamps shortly after his 
convalescence from the mine or- 
deal, and for the past seven years 
has been in charge of the stamp 
department of Simpsons. Custom- 
ers. youngsters and adults both, 
like him for his cooperative and 
interested attitude. 

Stamps of the British Colonies 
and of the United States are his 
chief interest other than those of 
his native Canada, and he has a 
fine colleciion of these issues. His 
philatelic activities have made 
him one of the most prominent 
men in Toronto collecting circles; 
he carries a membership in the 
exclusive Toronto Stamp Collec- 
tors Club.

Sudan or Soudan owes its name 
to the ancient Arabian geogra- 
phers. They called it, “Belad es- 
Sudan,” a term that means the 
“Country of the Blacks.” Sudan 
ig inhabiated by fierce, warlike 
tribes of Negro or Arab extrac- 


bute to the bravery of one of 
these, the “Fuzzy-Wuzzies,” in a 





patriotic poem extolling the ex- 
ploits of the British army in the 
Sudanese campaign. 

During the early 1880's, a slave 


and declared a holy war against 
Egypt. 
Egyptian forces of ten thousand 
men sent against him. 

The English government dis- 
patched its greatest 
“Chinese” Gordon to Sudan to 
attempt pacification. He and his 
men were beseiged in Khartoum, 
and he was slain when the Mahdi’s 
troops captured the town. The 
Mahdi himself died of smallpox 
shortly afterwards. 

The British general, H. H. 
Kitchener was assigned the task 
of reconquering Sudan. He had 
to enlist and train a new 
Egyptian army, accumulate 
equipment and supplies. He was 
given the green light on March 
16, 1896. He advanced slowly, 
building a railway, wagon roads 
and bridges as he moved forward. 
He won victory. after victory, and 
then at the great battle of Om- 
durman he practically wiped out 
the army of the fanatical Su- 
danese. 

Sudan is not mainly desert and 
wasteland. It supports a large 
population. It should have grain, 
beef, wool, cotton and hides to 
export, but the people are back- 
ward and agricultural methods 
are primitive. 

The story that follows was 
written by the artist who de- 
signed the “Camel” stamps of Su- 
dan. He was a British officer in 
the Anglo-Egyptian army in the 
campaign for the recovery of Su- 


dan. The article originally ap-| - 


peared in the “Royal Engineers 
Journal” (British) in 1933. It was 
reprinted shortly afterwards in 
most of the leading stamp papers 
of the world.

himself called upon to design a 
stamp for the use of the country 
he is engaged upon conquering, 
more specially as a painting out- 
fit forms no part of an active 
service kit. Possibly the reason 
for the honor of having been se- 
lected to make the design was 
due to the fact that, shortly be- 
fore, I had furnished Headquar- 
ters with various desert road 
reports which I had embellished 
with pen and ink sketches in the 
margins to relieve the otherwise 
drab appearance of miles of rock 
and sand. These reports evi- 
dently met with approval, judging 
by the official letters of appre- 
ciation that I received for my ef- 
forts. However, little these 
sketches added to the military 
value of the maps they, at any 
rate, proved I had actually 
reached the wells and points de- 
picted, and had not based my 
reports on Arab hearsay. 

Towards the end of 1896, the 
Sidar of the Egyptian Army, Sir 
Herbert Kitchener, having recon- 
quered the large province of 
Dongola from the Dervishes, was 
anxious to have a postage stamp 
different from the Egyptian ones 
in use, and instructed his staff to 
communicate with a British artist, 
then travelling on the Nile, with 
a view to submitting a design. In 
due course the artist submitted a 
really beautiful design of the 
great rock temple of Abu-Simbel, 
the value of each stamp to appear 
on the doorway, adding that his 
terms for same if accepted were 
twenty-five guineas. 

Whether it was the 25 gui- 
neas, or the fact that this temple 
was on the fringe of the Sudan 
boundary, then not demarcated, 
that did not meet with approval, 
the design was rejected, and I 
received orders through Sir Her- 
bert’s A. D. C., a personal friend, 
to send one in instead. 

I replied: that I would do my 
best, but could not hope ‘to pro- 
duce anything as artistic or good 
as the artist’s drawing, and would 
the Sirdar say what kind of de- 
sign he required. 

The reply stated that the chief 
was -shortly coming to Korti, 
where I was. stationed with part 
of MacDonald’s Sudanése Brigade, 
and that on his: arrival I was to 
see him and acertain his wishes.

Czechs And Belgians 
Plan New Issues 


Because of additional require- 
ments brought on by a change in 
postal rates, Belgium will issue 
various new values for the regular 
postage series, is the report sent 
by Whitfield King & Co. of Ip- 
swich, England. Present indica- 
tions are that the stamps will be 
issued over a period of time rather 
than all in one group.

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There are two series of wine 
stamps listed in Scott’s Special- 
ized U. S. Catalog that seem to 
give many of you trouble when 
you try to properly identify the 
stamps. These are the 1916-18 and 
the 1933-34 issues. I also had 
plenty of trouble with these years 
ago, as both issues look very 
much alike. I still see quite a few 
in circuit books and in collections 
that are wrongfully identified. 


I believe that the following 
should help you if you decide you 
have been having trouble. A good 
description of the older 1916-18 
set is as follows: Scott’s RE32 to 
55, le to $9.60: dark green in color; 
approximately 39%2mm by 46%4- 
mm in size; rouletted 34; on 
rough yellowish paper. (There is 
one exception, the $4, $4.80 and 
$9.60 are approximately 39 by 45- 
14mm in both sets). Quite a few 
are also found in somewhat lighter 
shade, which is probably a later 
printing. 


A good description of the 1933- 
34 set is as follows: Scott’s RE60 
to 86, le to $9.60; light green color; 
approximately 39 by 4542mm in 
size; rouletted 7: on smooth 
white paper. These generally run 














% to Imm smaller than the older 
issue. These also come in several 
shades, 

To help your evaluation of the 
two issues, compare the rouletting 
first, then the paper, the size and 
lastly the color. 

I have not yet mentioned the 
$20 to $100 as they are the large 
size. I have a “beef” with Scott 
on their listing of these as looking 
like cut RE-2 (the same as the Ic 
to $2). They also list the $4, $4.80 
and $9.60 as being the same as the 
lower values. Take a look at yours 
—they are quite a bit different in 
design. I think these should be 
listed RE-2a and the large ones 
RE-2b. 

If any of you still have trouble- 
with any of the above, let me 
know. Any comments will be glad- 
ly received.

The French Zone coats of arms 
series and portraits of German 
philosophers issued 1945-1946 of- 
fer a unique opportunity to the 
collector as there exists a number 
of paper varieties. To those col- 
lectors who have seen or used 
Julius Mullers catalog and price 
list they may have noted that he 
lists a number of paper varieties. 
I have made an attempt to follow 
his descriptions but cannot hon- 
estly do so as there is really no 
glassy parchment like paper, un- 
less a new idea of this paper has 
been formed. 
Naturally this raises the ques- 
tion as to whether I have all the 
items issued and this is very pos- 
sible, but, the description of the 
mark values is also glazed parch- 
ment like paper and issued only 
on that type of paper. I have had 
the good fortune to have handled 
many sets and sheets of these is- 
sues but have never found the 
real glazed parchment like paper 
like that of Bavaria to which it is 
compared. 
These stamps were printed at 
the Government printing office in 
Paris, France. The pfennig val- 
ues coats of arms were executed 
by R. Louis and printed by the 
typographical method. They were 
perforated 14x13%% on unwater- 
marked paper. 
had many printings, a minimum 
of two for the 10pfenning and a 
maximum of fifty-two for the 12 
pfennig, this no doubt is the rea- 
son for the many varieties of pa- 
per as no doubt there was a paper 
shortage and they used whatever 
paper was available at the time. 
The stamps were printed in sheets 
of 100 and ten blanks, the blanks 
forming a gutter in the center of 
the sheet (vertically) dividing the 
sheet so that there were 50 stamps 
on each side of the gutter. This 
was done only with the pfennig 
values. 
I am listing the paper varities 
as I have noted them under the 
quartz lamp, and since I am still 
studying these stamps both off 
and on cover this list - ay not be 
quite complete. 
Type A. Ordinary white paper 
under quartz lamp, light to yellow 
gray: 1, 3, 5, 8, 12, 15, 20, 24, and 
30 pfennigs. 
Type B. Gray white paper un- 
der quartz lamp, dull to bright 
lilac: 1, 3, 5, 8, 10, 15, 20, and 30 
pfennigs. 
Type C. Thick gray paper un- 
der quartz lamp, gray lilac: 5, 8, 
15, 20 and 30 pfennigs.

This zone offers a great deal of 
study to the serious collectors as 
the first stamps were printed Nov. 
24, 1945. Prior to that there are 
many types of stampless covers 
with different types of “Gebuhr 
bezahlt” and “taxe percue” rubber 
stamps applied and also many 
types of Hitler blackouts on postal 
stationery. All throughout many 
stampless covers appear as the de- 
livery of stamps to all areas was 
rather slow. 

The scarcest value is the 10 
pfenning, as this had only two 
printings and in delivery a num- 
ber of them were pasted together 
causing them to be destroyed. Al- 
so there was very little actual use 
for them. The 10 pfennig has been 
forged but so far none have been 
seen by me. Should a reader have 
any doubts as to his stamp, I will 
be most happy to examine it for 
him or her. Please enclose self 
addressed stamped envelope for 
return. 

Steps are well along in the for- 
mation of an AMG _ Collectors 
group.

Australian collectors held their

tion. There will also be a branch 
of the Post Office functioning at 
the Exhibition itself. 

It is confidently expected that 
“ANPEX” will be the most im- 
portant, as well-as the best or- 
ganized Exhibition that has so far 
been held in the Commonwealth, 
The Committees formed to give it 
the necessary impetus are com- 
posed of men who are experts in 
their respective spheres, and they 
have the backing—both financial 
and otherwise—of every Philatelic 
Society in Australia. 

There will be other Exhibitions 
in 1950—notably in Great Britain 
and New Zealand—but “ANPEX” 
in Melbourne, Australia expects 
to claim the limelight!

Governor Levingston’s mes- 
sage congratulating the members 
on the victories at Trenton and 
Princeton was one of the first doc- 
uments read. In addition, the 
tavern was headquarters for many 
of the outstanding figures of both 
the Continental and British arm- 
ies. Today it is a mecca for stu- 
dents of early Americana.

News And Comments 
About Irish Stamps 


by F. R. McCormick 


The new Wolfe Tone Commem- 
oratives issued in November are 
keenly sought by collectors, es- 
pecially the 3d value in used con- 
dition; like many stamps this one 
is difficult to find in the country 
of origin as they all go abroad 
on the 3d foreign postage rate. 
The same remarks apply to the 
two Air Mail stamps which were 
issued in April last. These air 
stamps dare not used for inland 
postage and thus used copies are 
scarce in Ireland, but may be com- 
mon enough in some countries 
outside Eire where they go on air 
mail letters, 

There is as yet no information 
of an official nature as to whether 
or when a new set of stamps will

TURKS & CAICOS. The centen- 
ary set of 7 values from % 
pence to 10/- has been released 
and is now available in this 
country.

These stamps represent a very 
high standard both in artistry 
and execution, and should prove 
now and in the future, an at- 
tractive and worthwhile set. 

TANGIER. It was recently an- 
nounced that a sheet of the 2% 
pence Great Britain Silver 
Wedding stamps overprinted 
“Tangier” was found with the 
overprint misplaced so that th® 
same appears at the top instead 
of the bottom of the stamp and 
the entire top row of six stamps 
was without overprint. Describ- 
ed as one of the rarest King 
George VI items, a prominent 
London dealer is offering this 
error (overprinted at top) at 20 
pounds ($40.) per stamp. With 
each copy they will supply a 
photograph and the number of 
the position on the sheet. This 
same dealer offers vertical pairs, 
one without and one with the 
overprint, prices for which they 
will quote on application. 

IRELAND. Eire having recently 
decided to sever all connections 
with the British Empire, col- 
lectors will be inclined to won- 
der as regards future stamps of 
Eire. Inasmuch as these stamps 
will be issued without authority 
of the British Empire, they can- 
not be considered as stamps of 
the British Empire. The official 
British announcement _ states 
that citizens of Eire resident in 
the United Kingdom and the 
Dominions will not be regarded 
as aliens. It seems that Eire will 
be a foreign country, while her 
citizens will enjoy, within the 
British Empire and Common- 
wealth, the status of British 
subjects and will continue to en- 
joy the privileges of such citi- 
zenship. As citizens of a foreign 
country, they may not be liable 
to carry out the obligations of 
citizens of the British Empire. 

NEWFOUNDLAND — CANADA. 
After several years of discus- 
sions, both countries have a- 
greed upon and signed the act 
under which Newfoundland will 
be formally admitted as _ the 
tenth Canadian province on 
March 3ist 1949. Collectors will 
regret that Newfoundland, the 
country responsible for a num- 
ber of very fine and attractive 
stamps will no longer be one of 
the stamp issuing countries. It 
is probable that the stamps of 
Newfoundland will retain their 
popularity for many years and 
not be soon forgotten as were 
so many other countries who 
ceased to issue stamps. 


Linn’s To Be Represented 


some time back to the inland par- 
cel rate, the need for 8d and 1id 
values has arisen and it is expect- 
ed that the issue of stamps of 
these values will not be long de- 
layed. The 10d value has already 
disappeared from the _ postoffices 
and it is stated that all supplies 
are sold out. This 10d value is 
Scott No. 116. 

The O’Clery %2d value (No. 128) 
has come into use in coil form. 
These coils are made up from 
strips cut from sheets of stamps, 
and appear in both horizontal and 
vertical feed make-ups. As the 
coils are composed of strips from 
sheets it is necessary to make up 
a full coil of strips from sheets to- 
gether into one long length of 480 
stamps, the joints—made by 
means of a small portion of the 
marginal paper—appears at every 
10th or 12th stamp, depending 
upon the make-up form. Thus 
pairs of stamps showing the joint 
between are of philatelic interest. 
The same thing can be found on 
the 1d and 2d stamps with the 
Map of Ireland design (Scott 107 
and 109). These coil stamps are 
not the same as those usually cat- 
alogued, which were exeprimental 
coils made up in special coil form 
and were perforated in one and 
imperf in the other direction, just 
like U. S. A. coil issues. 

Incidentally, it was coils made 
from sheets that were used in the 
overprinted issues which were 
printed by Messrs Harrison in 
1922 and 1923 (Scott 19-22a and 
59-62) and thus the Harrison 
overprints can also be found with 
jointed pairs.

able leadership of Dr. Herling 
Loah, Minister of Public Works. 

174% Sen—Hadji Agus Salim 
and Benjamin Franklin The in- 
telligent influence of Foreign Min- 
ister Salim in bringing initial as- 
sistance and recognition for the 
Republic from abroad has often 
been compared to that of Benja- 
min Franklin. 

20 Sen—Air—India Red Cross 
Plane. Regular Red Cross flights 
have been made by the govern- 
ment of friendly India. The plane 
on the stamp was shot down by 
the Dutch after it had been clear- 
ed by Dutch authorities in Batavia 
and by International Red Cross. 
This caused an international in- 
cident and was known as the 
Hazel-Hearst-Constantine Affair, 
after the three fliers who were 
on the mercy mission. 





Three stamps of the set which 
commemorates the resistance to 
the Dutch blockade are all of the 
large size, two of them vertically, 
and the third horizontally. The 
vertical stamps, 15s. and 60s. re- 
spectively, have the same designs 
which depict native dock workers 
preparing for the loading of a ship. 
The 15s. has the central design 
in rose, with the value, frame and 
wording in gray. The 60s. has the 
vignette in green, and the balance 
of the design in violet. 

One of the most attractive map 
stamps to appear in quite some 
time is the 25s. value of this set. 
In blackened areas on the map, 
it depicts the land claimed by the 
Republic. It also shows a stream 
of ships.entering the islands. The 
value, frame and wording are in 
black, and the balance of the de- 
sign in blue and gray black. 

Should the strife which now be- 
sets the country vanish, and 
should the Republic succeed in es- 
tablishing its political independ- 
ence, collectors will have a new 
country to pursue. Even under 
present conditions, mail has been 
carried from there and accepted 
by other nations for transmission 
through their regular postal chan-. 
nels. Such material will prove in- 
valuable in reconstructing the 
postal history of Indonesia. 

News too, of the present diffi- 
culties should be tabulated for 
possible future use when a history 
and presentation of stamps from 
Indonesia are made.

Colonies from nearly every angle.

It is known that the Austria 
and Hungary stamp specialists 
will have a showing there later 
this year.

DENOMINATION COLLECTING 


Denomination collecting seems 
to be gaining in popularity in re- 
cent months and a word about 
how such a collection is formed 
might give some readers the in- 
centive to try one, 

A denomination collection is 
formed by trying to get a pre- 
cancel through all the different 
denominations of a series of 
stamps from each state. In the 
Presidential series the trend is to 
stop with the $2 value, some col- 
lectors go just through the $1 val- 
ue. A page for each state & the 
page is laid out to hold 1 complete 
series of stamps. Some collectors 
take on Alaska, Hawaii and Puer- 
to Rico, and I guess even the Vir- 
gin Islands but that is a lot of 
wishful thinking when this is done 
to hope to.get a complete series 
from the _ territories. 

As to the stamp itself it can be 
from any city in any type just so 
it’s a precancel. One aim is not to 
have two values from the same 
city or town but in some states 
this is hard to do. In the issue just 
previous to the Presidential ser- 
ies I understood that several col- 
lectors had managed to get com- 
plete collections, whether true or 
not I can’t say nor to what ex- 
tent they duplicated towns or if 
maybe they put in a few provi- 
sionals. I never have heard of a 
complete Presidential denomina- 
tion collection although there 


stamps to the page and each page 
a denomination. For instance the 
first page would have 48 %c pre- 
cancels on it each from a different 
state. This crowds up the stamps 
quite a bit on a 8% x 11 page and 
does not display the stamps as 
nicely as in the first mentioned 
method. 

Hoover Bros. whose ads appear 
each week in the Precancel head- 
ing in the classified ads included 
with their auction list a printed 
check list for collectors of De- 
nominations. I am sure they will 
send you a copy for return post- 
age. These lists are set up for the 
Defense and War issue and a space 
to check in the capitals of each 
state. A handy list for any pre- 
eancel collector. 


Cachet Planned For 
Championship Rodeo 


A cachet will be applied to the 
covers of collectors at the time of 
the “Southwestern Championship 
Rodeo” at El Paso, Texas from 
March 15 to 20. It will be without 
cost. 

Collectors are to prepare their 
own covers. The name and the ad- 
dress must be kept to the right 
hand side of the envelope. All 
covers must bear first class post- 
age of 3c or 6c if airmail is want- 
ed. Stuffers in the covers are ad- 
visable. 

Prepared covers are then to be 
sent to H. W. Furman, Box 25, 
Fort Bliss, Texas. He will have 
the covers canceled on any day 
which is desired. Since his service 
is entirely gratis, commems on the 





mail to him will be a show of ap- 
preciation.
